CONGRESSMEN A. W. O. L. . 
Some congressmen hav e found a way of beating 
the general sentiment against a v acation in a time 
of crisis. It is not a good way . 
It’s simp le enough. All a rep resentativ e or sen­ 
ator does is grab a train and get out of town. 
The habit has become so p rev alent that Congress 
is hav ing a difficult time rounding up a quorum 
to conduct its v ital business. 
Some of the congressmen are anx ious to get, 
home because of the coming elections. 
It seems 
a p retty left-handed way of camp aigning—desert­ 
ing a job so they cam urge constituents to return 
them to that job. 
Most v oters will not ap p reci­ 
ate the reasons for their rep resentativ es’ return. 
There is a rule which makes it p ossible for 
stray ing solons to be brought back to duty by 
force. Few p eop le will object if this rule is im­ 
p osed on the deserters.

DEATH AND THE FAMILY CAR 
Alarming increases in the death and injury 
statistics of y outhful driv ers and p edestrians are 
rep orted by the State Dep artment of Motor Ve­ 
hicles. 
Accident deaths among 'teen age p edes­ 
trians were 50 p er cent greater in the first half 
of this y ear than the corresp onding p eriod of 
1939—this, desp ite a general decrease in the total 
of all motor v ehicle deaths. 
Death and injury 
accidents inv olv ing driv ers under age 20 increased 
by 15 p er cent 
‘’Youth must learn and acquire 
safety habits in the formativ e early y ears, if they 
are to p rov e effectiv e,” comments Jam es M. Car­ 
ter, dep artment chief. 
“Resp onsibility for closer 
attention to safety training rests with all who 
hav e contact with y outh. 
An automobile is a 
dangerous imp lement in wrong hands—and doub­ 
ly so if the hands are y oung.” 
Perhap s the family car is the most p ractical 
starting p oint for such training. It is usually the 
first car any boy or girl driv es. The wise p arent 
has op p ortunity to imp ress up on junior the re­ 
sp onsibilities and the dangers that go with mo­ 
toring. By ex ercise of discip line and p atience, the 
old bus may be made the major imp lement for 
imp lanting in y oung minds habit p atterns of high­ 
way common sense. Youth’s accident death rate 
is indeed shockingly high; and in all too many 
instances the family car, out for the ev ening with 
y outh at the wheel, has become a death car. 


PRODUCTION MANAGER SPEAKS 
William S. Knudsen is a great p roduction man­ 
ager and industrial technicians unanimously ap ­ 
p rov ed his selection as p roduction chief of national 
defense. He is also a p atriot—a quiet p atriot of 
deeds rather than words. 
When asked to giv e 
up his 300,000 a y ear salary to serv e the nation 
as a dollar-a-y ear man, Knudsen’s simp le com­ 
m ent was that he had come to America as a 
p oor Danish lad, and that he felt it a singular 
honor to so serv e the country that had giv en him 
freely the democratic op p ortunity to make a 
success of his life. 
A few day s ago, sp eaking on national de­ 
fense, Knudsen gav e quiet counsel to business 
and to gov ernment. He urged up on all business 
men who may contribute to national defense the 
duty of ‘100 p er cent coop eration” with each oth­ 
er and with gov ernmental agencies. 
He then 
warned against “a school of thought in Washing­ 
ton which feels th at the gov ernment should go 
into business on a large scale.” The lim it in that 
direction has been reached in full, Knudsen feels. 
T he gov ernment is in business right now,” he 
said, “on a larger scale than any other country , 
p erhap s, ex cep t Russia, and we don’t w ant any 
p art of the Russian sy stem ov er here.” 
Few words and p lain words, from a p roduction 
m anager who sees further than the p roduction of 
automobiles, further ev en than the p roduction of 
a v. ar machine, to the p roduction of safeguards state: 
for the fundamental soundness and p ermanence 
of the American way of life. To business: “gird 
and p rep are, without dissent” 
To gov ernment: 
“we don’t want any p art of the Russian sy stem 
ov er here.” 
The p roduction manager sp eaks—and he v oices 
the concensus of the nation he liv es and serv es. 


E X P LA INING LIB E R TY 
I know of no great statesman, or humanist, or 
econom ist who had a better concep t of liberty 
and freedom and what it meant to humanity , than 
Frederic Bastiat, French economist. 
In his second v olume of “Harmonies of Politi­ 
cal Economy ,” p ublished after his death, from 
his manuscrip ts, under the chap ter of “Public and 
! Priv ate Serv ices," he ex p lains the ev entual result 
on the morals, character and p ersonality of the 
citizens when the gov ernment gradually encroaches 
and assumes resp onsibility of the indiv idual, as 
the New Deal has been doing in the United States. 
Here are a few masterp ieces: 
“Serv ices are ex changed for serv ices. 
“The equiv alence of serv ices results from VOL­ 
UNTARY ex change, and the free bargaining and 
discussion which p recede it. 
“In other words, each serv ice rendered to socie­ 
ty is worth as much as any other serv ice of which 
it constitutes the equiv alent, p rov ided sup p ly and 
demand are in all resp ects p erfectly free. 
“It is in v ain to carp and refine up on it; IT 
IS IMPOSSIBLE TO CONCEIVE THE IDEA OF 
VALUE WITHOUT ASSOCIATING WITH IT THE 
IDEA OF LIBERTY.” 
Another p lace, he say s, 
“It is liberty and the sense of resp onsibility 
which correct and imp rov e our tastes, our de­ 
sires, our satisfactions, and our ap p reciations.” 
Yet the New Deal would take away from the 
indiv idual the resp onsibility of knowing how long 
he should work, how much farm p roducts he 
should p roduce and what he should sell his serv ­ 
ices for, and reliev e him of the sense of resp on­ 
sibility , as no other adm inistration in America 
has ev er done. 
Listen to this, as to the effect of liberty . 
I 
quote: 
“We can form no correct notion, then, of bar­ 
ter, ex change, ap p reciation, v alue, ap art from the 
consideration of liberty , nor of liberty ap art from 
resp onsibility . 
In hav ing recourse to ex change, 
each p arty consults, on his own resp onsibility , 
his wants, his tastes, his desires, his faculties, his 
affections, his conv enience, his entire situation; 
and we hav e nowhere denied th at to the ex ercise 
of free will is attached the p ossibility of error, 
the p ossibility of a foolish and irrational choice. 
The error belongs not to ex change, but to human 
imp erfection; and the remedy can only reside 
in resp onsibility itself (that is to say , in liberty ), 
seeing that liberty is the source of all ex p eri­ 
ence. 
To establish restraint in the business of 
ex change, to destroy free will under the p retex t 
that man may err, would be no imp rov ement, un­ 
less it were first p rov ed to us that the agent who 
organizes the restraint does not himself p artici­ 
p ate in the imp erfection of our nature, and is 
subject neither to the p assions nor to the errors 
of other men.” 
And, y et, the New Deal would assume more 
resp onsibility and take away from each indiv id­ 
ual his right to make mistakes and to learn by 
error. 
The author p oints out w hat the New Dealers 
fail to realize, that “Restraint takes a thousand 
shap es; liberty has but one.” 
There is only one way of doing things right and 
in harmony with natural laws and a hundred 
million way s of doing them in harmony with the 
will of indiv idual dictators or gov ernors.

Since no chairman has been nam­ 
ed, he told them, William H. McRey nolds, one of 
the Roosev elt secretariat who serv es as secretary 
to the commission, p resides at its meetings.
